If there 
is any sense in the theory that mar¬ 
riage robs a woman of the right to be 
a wage-earner, then there is good sense 
In the universal tendency toward di¬ 
vorce, not only in the Postofflce De¬ 
partment, but everywhere else.

The Assouan dam is one and one-fourth miles long and will hold the 
water ,147.(i feet above the level of the Mediterranean. The dam Is pierced 
by ISO openings, each twenty-three feet high and seven feet wide. Each 
sluice is fitted with steel gates, adjustable at will, so as to enable the water 
to go in and out. An idea of the immensity of the labor involved In the 
construction may be obtained from the fact that the foundations of some of 
the sluices go seventy-five feet below the ordinary rock surface. The Nile 
will he held up by a dam 100 feet thick at the base and the valley above It 
will be flooded for fifty miles. 

The experts, by way of comparison, calculate that the reservoir will hold 
water enough for a year's full supply for every town and village In the 
United Kingdom. The engineering works also include an open weir or bar¬ 
rage at Assiout, a long way down the Nile, by which the distribution of the 
water from the great reservoir Is secured over a large area.

AV’hlle A'enezuela Is a so-called “re¬ 
public,” President Castro has not per¬ 
mitted on election since he succeeded 
Guzman through a revolution to the 
Presidency. Castro arbitrarily regu¬ 
lates the tariff, and an import that has 
a duty of .5 per cent on it to-day may 
by his order have 25 per cent on It to¬ 
morrow. One of his acts since he be¬ 
came President was to order, under 
the penalty of imprisonment for Its 
riolatipn, all olive trees cut down. In 
order that he might derive more reve¬ 
nue from Imported olives. 

Most of the foreign companies and 
business men ascertain after they have 
Invested their capital In Venezuela 
that they are subjected to systematic 
blackmail. If they do not contribute 
as called upon by the government offi¬ 
cials they soon find their business ham¬ 
pered, if not entirely ruined, by said 
officials, who are responsible to no one 
but Castro, and It Is understood that 
he “stands In” with them In their de¬ 
mands upon the foreign business peo¬ 
ple. As he alone, as already stated, 
regulates the tariff, It Is plain how the 
business of any or all foreigners may 
be affected. 

It is a qnite common thing for the 
Secretary of war, the Secretary of the 
Interior and the private secretary of 
the President to call on foreign busi¬ 
ness men or their managers and “bor¬ 
row” $5, $10 or $50. These “loans” are 
always made, and at once charged to 
buslnesa losses, as they are never paid. 

Nothing at all Is done by the general 
government of Venezuela In the Inter¬ 
ests of Its people. Everything attempt¬ 
ed by Castro Is with a view to his own 
perpetuation In office and bis own en¬ 
richment. That also has been the pol¬ 
icy of his predecessors, for he is no 
worse than the others. After each one 
Is overthrown It is found that he has 
anticipated such result and has laid up

Beceut tuve&t igut ion by the United Staten 
theological Survey booking to the 
Utilization of the Wat*rw of the Col- 

- t»rado Stiver. 

The greatest opportunity for the re¬ 
clamation of arid lands in California, 
and perhaps*i:i the entire Southwest, 
has been found to lie in the utiliza¬ 
tion of the waters of the' Colorado 
River on its adjacent lands iu Cali¬ 
fornia and Southern Arizona. As a 
result of an investigation along this 
river, made in January, 1902, by the 
hydrographic branch of the United 
States Geological Survey, the extent 
of the alluvial bottom laud between 
Camp Mohave and Yuma was found 
to be from 400,000 to 500,000 acres. 
Extended surveys were begin) Novem¬ 
ber 1 last, to determine the area aud 
quality of these bottom lands, the 
possibility of diverting water to 
them, and the probable expense of 
their reclamation. To this end a hy¬ 
drographic survey of the region was 
begun, including the gagging of the 
river, the location of canal lines, soil 
analysis, and the determination of 
silt and evaporation; and a topo¬ 
graphic map of the lauds upon which 
distribution systems may be consid¬ 
ered was made. This map, ou which 
the topographic features are clearly 
and accurately shown, will be of 
great value in assisting engineers to 
locate the main canal lines, and is ]

IN AN AVALANCHE. 

Terrible Experience of un English 
Traveler in the Alps. 

The sense of helplessness is said to 
be one of the most terrible parts of 
the experience of falling in an ava- 
lanfihe of snow. In writing of the 
dangers of the Alps in the Pall Mall 
Magazine, Harold Spender recounts 
the adventure of Mr. Gossett, who was 
actually covered up by a wave of snow 
which came from behind him and 
closed over his head. He managed to 
work himself to the surface, where he 
was so borne along that he could 
watch all that' took place, although 
unable at the time to free or even to 
help himself much. This is his own 
story: 

“I was oq the wave of the avalanche, 
and saw it before me as I was car- : 
ried down. It was the most awful: 
sight. I ever witnessed. The head of 
the avalanche was already at the spot 
where we had made our last halt. The 
! head alone M-as preceded by a thick 
j cloud of snow-dust; the rest of the 
avalanche was clear. 

“Around me I heard the horrid hiss¬ 
ing of the snow, and far before me 
the thundering of the foremost part 
of the avalanche. To prevent myself 
| from sinking again 1 made use of my 
arms much in the same way as when 
swimming in a standing position. 

“At last I noticed that I was mov¬ 
ing more slowly; then I saw the 
1 pieces of snow in front of me stop at 
| some yards’ distance; then the snow 
straight before me stopped, and I 
heard on a large scale the same creak- 
; ing sound that is produced when a 
heavy cart passes over hard-frozen 
. snow in winter. I felt that I also 
; stopped, and instantly threw up both 
arms to protect my head in case I 
should again be covered up.” 

Mr. Gossett and three of his com¬ 
panions escaped. The other two were 
buried by the avalanche.

The feeling 
was aroused by the passage by. the 
Senate of the Morgan resolution, which 
recognized the Cuban insurgents, a 
mob of several thousand persons gath¬ 
ered In front of the United States con¬ 
sulate in Barcelona, and with shouts 
and execrations demanded the destruc¬ 
tion of. the building and the death of 
the occupants. Consul general Bow¬ 
en appeared at the entrance and defied 
the mob, which dispersed in a short 
time without harming anyone, and do¬ 
ing little damage to the edifice. Mr. 
Bowen was the last representative of 
the United States to leave Spain at the 
time of the actual outbreak of hostili¬ 
ties. After the close of the Spauish- 
Amerlcun war he was preparing to re¬ 
turn to his post at Barcelona when 
made Minister to Persia.

JAMES MONROE. 


T HE Monroe Doctrine was promulgated by President Monroe in his 
message to Congress in December, 1823. The two particular proposi¬ 
tions of special interest are. first, the President’s statement “that we 
should consider any attempt oil their (the powers of Europet part 
to extend their system to any portion of this hemisphere as dangerous 
to our peace and safety,” and, 
the free and independent condition 


second, “that the American continents by 
which they have assumed and main¬ 
tained are henceforth not to be considered as places for future colonization 
by any European power.” 

It should be remembered that at this time there existed in Europe a 
combination between Russia. Prussia and Austria organized in 1815, and 
mown as the Holy Alliance,” the avowed purpose of which alliance was 
to maintain as a Christian doctrine the sovereign rights of legitimacy.” In 
Hue with the same purpose France .undertook to and succeeded in com¬ 
pelling Spain to restore Ferdinand to his throne, clothed with his former 
despotic authority.

Chloride of lime, 
formaldehyde, carbolic acid are also 
powerful disinfectants, and so also is 
burning sulphur, which destroys not 
only the germs of disease, but also the 
Insects which frequently harbor those 
germs. 

Disinfectants are sometimes used in 
sick-rooms, but they cannot take the 
place of cleanliness and free ventila¬ 
tion. Infectious material lodges in dust 
on ledges and in corners, and. there¬ 
fore, a sick room should be so appoint¬ 
ed ns to make it possible to keep it 
clean from day by day. Nearly all mod¬ 
ern hospitals are built not only with 
Interior walls which can be washed 
easily, but with curves in place of 
angles or sharp corners in the rooms, 
so that there shall be no lodging places 
for dust.—Youth's Cotnnnnim

Why do we take popper, mustard and 
spices? Because they tickle the glands 
of the stomacli and make them work. 
Consequently they produce an abun¬ 
dant supply of digestive Juices. They 
also stir up the liver, and a stirring up 
of tills organ is an important thiiig for 
people who live sedentary lives. 

Why do we put salt on our meat? 
Why, there are two principal salts in 
our body, and their supply has to be 
kept up. They are sodium salts and 
potassium salts. There is sufficient of 
the latter in tho food we eat, hut not of 
the former. We therefore have to add 
the sodium salts in the form of common 
salt, which is sodium chloride. Anoth¬ 
er reason why we eat common salt is 
that a certain amount of hydrochloric 
acid is needed by the stomach for the 
purposes of digestion and nlso to kill 
off some of the microbes we swallow’. 
This acid is manufactured in the stom¬ 
ach from hydrogen and the chlorine 
of common salt. We take more salt 
with some meats than with others be¬ 
cause some naturally contain less salt 
than others. So by our condiments we 
seek to even up things.—New York 
Press.
